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Interview Summary 

Applicant's representative and Examiner discussed the outstanding Office Action 
and the claims in general. 

More specifically, the Dieu reference and claims 1 , 2 and 4 were discussed. 
Applicant's representative noted that the Dieu reference discloses a ceramic filtering 
membrane for filtering cheese from whey with a pore size between 0.5 and 2 
micrometers while claims 1 , 2 and 4 are directed to using a ceramic filtering membrane 
for filtering casein from milk and having a pore size between 0.14 and 0.2 micrometers. 
The Examiner indicated that, in his opinion, the ceramic filtering membrane would be 
able to separate casein from milk as well as cheese from whey, and the size of the 
pores would be a matter of obvious optimization. 

Claim 21 and the Mahmoud and Roesink references were also discussed. 
Applicant's representative noted that Roesink is cited as disclosing a polysulfone 
hydrophilic filter and Mahmoud is cited as teaching optimization of molecular weight cut 
off in a filter. Applicant's representative noted that the teaching of Mahmoud is with 
respect to a dynamic filter and not a polysulfone hydrophilic filter, and argued that a 
teaching of optimizing molecular weight cut off in a dynamic filter would not be 
applicable to optimizing molecular weight cut off in a polysulfone hydrophilic filter. 
Examiner responded that Mahmoud is cited for the general proposition of optimizing 
molecular weight cut off in a filter, regardless of the type of filter. 

The Examiner reiterated his position that none of the currently pending claims 
present allowable subject matter and the rejections over the prior art are sound.
